DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/1 1/05 have been fully considered and are deemed 
persuasive. Applicant has cancelled rejected claims 10-20. All other claims had been considered 
in condition for allowance. Therefore, the examiner finds the application in condition for 
allowance. Prior arguments with which the examiner agreed that brought the independent claims 
to condition for allowance centered on the process steps that occurred within the first power 
control group versus what was foimd in the prior art. Applicant's invention of claim 1 and the 
other allowed independent claims included making an estimated of the signal quality of a signal 
transmitted fi:'om a first radio communication device to a second radio communication device, 
determining and then transmitting a power control bit from the second device to the first device 
during this first power control group. Receiving at the first device the power control bit and 
modifying the transmission power of the signal that is to be transmitted from the first radio 
device to the second radio device at the start of the second power control group based on that 
power control bit. All other prior art sent the power control bit at the start of the second power 
control group and then sends the signal from the first device to the second device at the third 
power control group. Thus, this estimating the signal quality and sending the power control bit 
back during the first power control group period distinguishes applicant's invention fi*om the 
referenced prior art. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 9, and 21-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim's 1, 
6, 21, and 26, the estimating of a signal quality being transmitted in one direction during a first 
power control group period and sending the power control bit in the other direction during the 
same first power control group period to affect the transmitted power sent at the start of the 
second power control group period was neither found, suggested, nor made evident by the prior 
art.
